Ihein have given evidence, by the Hi- 
ing" of tariffs, etc., with the commis- 
sion, that they are ready and willing 
to accept such interstate traffic as 


may be offered within proper restric- 
tions. The extent of participation in 
interstate traffic can not be looked up- 
on as being- very material if, as 
we 


should seom to bo justified in assum- 
ing from all tho 
circumstances, the 


companies here concerned am regu- 
larly engaged In the transportation of 
interstate traffic. 
Nor can the actual 


physical location of a railway line ba 
accepted as the ruling: consideration 
in the determination of 
the question 


whether or not it participates in Inter- 
state commerce, and In view of nu- 
merous rulings of the courts it/ does 
not seem to be open to question that 
trafltc crossing a slato line is inter- 
state traffic, although in one particu- 
lar case the highest court has held 
that certain traflic, although admitted- 
ly interstate, is not such as congress 
intended to make subject to this com- 
mission.

Of LACIt OK POTASH 


A largely attended farmers' Institute 


was held at Westford yesterday undor 
the auspices 
of 
the Middlesex North 


Agricultural society. 
Thc speaker of 


the day wns Dr. Ocorge M. Twltchell o£ 
Maine. 
Howard M. Foster of Tewks- 


bury presided over the gathering. 


The visiting doctor 
spoke 
on the 


'Problem of the Lack of Potash," and 
his remarks were both Interesting and 
instructive. His remarks were in part 
as follows: 


"I used to talk to farmers from the- 


ory and observation. Since I began to 
till thc land myself, I am free to say 
that I know much less than I did be- 
fore. As I study the great mysteries of 
the soil 1 feel very humble. Last year 
presented very serious problems to our 
farmers. We had 14 rainy days in July 
and 20 cloudy days 
In 
August. The 


losses were due to causes over which 
farmers had no control. But I have yet 
to hear, a. man complain. 
Had any other 


industry sustained such losses, legisla- 
tures would have been called together 
to provide state aid. 


"Without science, our fathers 
and 


grandfathers built up tho soil of their 
farms by the use of stable manure, and 
they got big crops. The coming of tho 
commercial fertilizer marks the passing 
of live stock from many of our farms. 
Specialized farming has come in, re- 
sulting In an Increased yield per flcro; 
but we have yet to learn that tho sci- 
entific feeding of a crop does not neces- 
sarily build up thc soil, which in many 
of our towns is beginning to lose Its 
productive power. 
This is inevitable 


where we abandon the use of. stable 
manure and humus. The soil must have 
bulk. 
It cannot subsist on chemicals 


alone. 
The humus content may vary 


from 5 to 20 per cent, and this is Im- 
portant, for humus benefits the soil 
chemically with nitrogen, phosphorus 
and lime, physically 
xvith 
heat 
and 


moisture, and biologically by permit- 
ting a better plant growth. 


"Decaying organic matter is neces- 


sary to a good soil. 1 am not here to 
argue against commercial 
fertilizers, 


but we are placing too much reliance 
upon them. 
"\Vp can overcome this in 


part by plowine in green crops: but are 
many of us really doing this? It Is well 
righ impossible to create interest In 
farm life unless it centres about some 
live stock. 
Diversified farming intist 


still be followed by the majority. 
Ex- 


perience alone will settle the questions 
of a man's soil. All the new creed of 
efficiency that applies to business in the 
cily should apply as fully to the busi- 
ness of the farm. 
How niany of us 


know our own soil, its variations and 
limitations? Until wo have this knowl- 
edge we cannot reach the maximum of 
production."

Regardless of tho decision which the 
Massachusetts public service commis- 
sion may reach on the contention of 
Attorney Conrad W. Crooker that It 
has no jurisdiction to grant the peti- 
tions of the Bay State Street Hallway 
company 
and

Northeastern Street Railway company, 
Ijolh lor authority to 
Increase 
their 


basic rate of fure from live 
to six 


cent.s, It became known today that the 
interstate coinmerqp commission 
has 


decided that it has jurisdiction over 
both roads. 


This decision of the Interstate com- 


mission was readied some time ago, 
In connection with proceedings partic- 
ipated lit by four western urban roads, 
and hv- the Buy State Street Railway 
company, the latter 
company 
hcln^ 


represented at that time by .James I 
1', 


Jackson, who now represents It before 
the public service commission and con- 
lends that tho latter tribunal has au- 
thority to pass upon the 
fare 
In- 
creases. 


Jn Its decision, the commission said: 


"For some of the companies detailed 
figures are presented and tend loshow 
thai their Interstate business and op- 
erations are of 
comparatively 
little 


importance. It Is a fact, however, al- 
though but little note was tn1;en of 
it in any of the briefs, that even those 
companies whose properties arc physi- 
cally inlrastate have interstate con- 
nections and afllliatlons. 
and 
all of 


them have given evidence, by the til- 
ing of tarifiV, etc., with tho commis- 
sion, that they are ready and willing 
to accept such 
interstate traffic 
as 


may bt> offered within proper restric- 
tions. Tho extent of participation in 
Interstate traffic can not bo looked up- 
on as being very material If. as 
we 


should seem to be justified in assum- 
ing from all the 
circumstances, ihe 


companies here concerned are regu- 
larly engaged in the transportation of 
Interstate traffic. 
Xor can the actual 


physical location of a railway lino be 
accepted as the. ruling consideration 
In the determination of 
the question 


whether or not it participates in inter- 
state 'commerce, and in view of nu- 
merous rulings of the courts it docs 
not seem to he open to question that 
tratlic crossing a slate line is Inter- 
slate traffic, although in one particu- 
lar case the highest court has held 
that certain traffic, although admitted- 
ly Inf Pi-still e, is not such as congress 
intended to make subject lo this com- 
mission. 


"It may be that the framcr.s of the 


various statutes relating lo interstate, 
commerce 
by railroad, under which 


this commission operates, were chiefly 
concerned with the steam 
railroads, 


hut it would seem that the promotion 
of safety of interstate travel by elec- 
tric lines and the prevention of such 
abuses as may arise in their operation 
and management 'are also matters of 
concern to congress, and unless it cari 
bo more clearly shown that .-there is 
something in the purpose of one or 
the other of the acts that would ex- 
clude electric lines, we musl continue 
to hold, with the qualifications result- 
ing from the decision 
in 
the 
case 


above referred to, that electric rail- 
ways ensaged in interstate transpor- 
tation are subject to our jurisdiction."
